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Mayor to 
focus on 
opening 
of canal 

A SECTION of canal could 
be reopened, providing a 
“huge boost” to Welshpool, 
the town mayor has said. 

Councillor Malcolm Doug¬ 
lass said he wants to open 
the section of the Montgom¬ 
ery Canal between Welsh¬ 
pool and Arddleen. 

The mayor said he will be 
meeting Glyn Davies, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Ml^ and the 
region’s AM Russell George, 
to discuss support for the 
issue. 

He said: “I am making it 
one of my big aims this year 
to get people together to 
work on opening the canal 
up which I think would in 
turn bring a huge boost to 
the local economy here in 
Welshpool. It could be a re¬ 
ally good tourist attraction. 

“I have been looking at it 
for a while and would love to 
get it all open, but will meet 
this week with the local MP 
and AM to see what they 
think about it and what can 
be done.” 

The canal is currently the 
subject of a restoration pro¬ 
ject. 

It runs for 33 miles from 
the Llangollen Canal at 
Frankwell Junction to New¬ 
town via Llanymynech and 
Welshpool. 

Currently, only seven 
miles from Frankton Junc¬ 
tion to Gronwyn Wharf, 
near Oswestry, is navigable 
and connected to the rest 
of the national Canal and 
River Trust network. 

Separately a short stretch 
at Llanymynech and a cen¬ 
tral section of the canal 
around Welshpool area also 
navigable, though isolated 
from the national network. 

Glandwr Cymru, the 
Canal & River Trust in 
Wales, has been asking peo¬ 
ple what they would like 
to see happen along the 
200-year-old canal. 

Crashes on 
roundabout 

MORNING commuters 
faced delays after two crash¬ 
es within 20 minutes of each 
other on the recently re¬ 
vamped A5 Mile End round¬ 
about near Oswestry. 

The crashes happened on 
Tuesday morning between 
8.30am and 9am. 

The collisions caused 
lane blockages and traffic 
problems on the busy trunk 
route. 

Police said the first colli¬ 
sion involved two vehicles 
while the second involved a 
lorry and a car. 


Supermarket giant objects to rival store bid 

A FRESH round of store wars has broken Morrisons store. Objecting to the new Aldi and services in the town centre. Morrisons town and there is no need for the town to 


out in Oswestry after retail giants Morri¬ 
sons objected to a planning application for a 
new discount supermarket by Aldi. 

Morrisons, which is due to start work 
on building a new store on the edge of 
Oswestry as part of a major new retail and 
leisure development at the Smithfield live¬ 
stock site, has complained about Aldi’s bid 
for an outlet on Shrewsbury Road. 

Aldi already has a store on Oswald Road 
in the town which has just been extended. 
It is immediately next door to the current 


application, chartered town planner Pea¬ 
cock and Smith on behalf of Morrisons, says 
there is no surplus spending to support new 
retail food store development, once all plan¬ 
ning commitments have been implemented. 

In a letter sent to Shropshire Council, 
a spokesman for Peacock and Smith, said: 
“Morrisons operates a medium sized food 
store in the town centre next to the bus 
station. 

“This store helps to anchor the town cen¬ 
tre and generates footfall for other shops 


also owns the site on Shrewsbury Road 
where the development of a retail and lei¬ 
sure complex will start shortly. 

“This planning permission was granted 
to meet a specific need for new retail devel¬ 
opment in Oswestry to reduce over-trading 
of existing food stores in the town and to 
claw back leakage of retail expenditure 
from Shrewsbury and Wrexham.” 

It added: “We have undertaken our own 
assessment of capacity which indicates 
there is an over-supply of food stores in the 


plan for any new food store developments, 
either now or in the medium term. 

“The effect of allowing additional food 
store development in the town is to simply 
divert trade from existing stores, most of 
which are in the town centre. 

“We have undertaken our own assess¬ 
ment of impact indicating that cumulatively 
the Aldi proposal together with the Smith- 
field commitment will have a -40 per cent 
impact on the convenience goods turnover 
of Oswestry town centre as a whole.” 


PYLONS PLANS 
SPARK PROTEST 



Campaigners turned out in numbers for the surprise protest at the National Grid consultation meeting at Llansantffraid

MORE than 100 protestors 
descended on a consul¬ 
tation event into plans to 
build pylons in Mid Wales 
and demanded an immedi¬ 
ate halt to the controversial 
project. 

Campaigners from across the 
region flocked to Llansantffraid 
Community Centre, near Oswest¬ 
ry, to ask National Grid to with¬ 
draw its planned Mid Wales Con¬ 
nection Project. 

Playing musical instruments and wav¬ 
ing banners, the surprise protest - which 
had been kept from National Grid bosses - 
brought the consultation event on Tuesday 
evening to a standstill. 

It came as Jonathan Wilkinson, leader 
of Montgomeryshire Against Pylons, called 
for the project to be halted after comments 
from Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg 
that the entire power line route should be 
buried underground. 

The Mid Wales Connection Project has 
been put forward by National Grid to con¬ 
nect a number of proposed windfarms in 
Powys, comprising 33 miles of electricity 
cables stretching from Cefn Coch near Lla- 
nfair Caereinion to Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry. 

As a concession to campaigners the com¬ 
pany has agreed to bury eignt miles of ca¬ 
bles through the Vyrnwy Valley. 

But Mr Wilkinson said: “We planned this 
major protest as a further reminder to Na¬ 
tional Grid that they are not welcome here 
and their plans would totally destroy the 
Mid Wales landscape. 

“We had planned to turn up completely 
unannounced and all at once to make sure 
our message was felt loud and clear by the 
grid bosses and I once again ask them to 
stop this project immediately. 

“Just this past week Deputy Prime Minis¬ 


ter Nick Clegg visited Berriew, near Welsh¬ 
pool, and said that he felt the power line 
should be buried underground entirely. 

“When the Deputy Prime Minister makes 
a comment like that you surely have to sit 
up and take notice and go back to the draw¬ 
ing board and that is what I am encourag¬ 
ing National Grid to do. 

“It would be a completely different pro¬ 
ject to the one on the table.” 

He added: “I have handed in a letter to 
National Grid signed by council represent¬ 
atives from all over the area demanding a 


stop to the action and will now await a re¬ 
sponse.” 

Councillor Gwynfor Thomas, Powys 
County Councillor for Llansantffraid, also 
spoke at the protest. 

He said: “What they are doing to our vil¬ 
lage is unacceptable. They disregard our 
comments, so we need to make sure they 
know exactly what we think.” 

The group of protestors were addressed 
by Mark Kinsey of National Grid, who said: 
“This is just a statutory consultation event. 

“We have been keen to get people’s feed¬ 


back and I would say please fill in a form.” 

But his comments were met with anger 
by many in the crowd. 

Meanwhile, Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies has said it would be “outrageous” 
for the company to ignore Mr Clegg’s views. 

He said: “I will be writing to the chair¬ 
man of National Grid and will be saying 
they have taken no notice of the people of 
Montgomeryshire, no notice of me, will they 
really take no notice of the Deputy Prime 
Minister?”

scheme 

benefits 

outlined 

A NEW development in 
Oswestry will bring much 
needed affordable housing 
and generate £21 million for 
the local economy, those be¬ 
hind the scheme say. 

Residents have objected to 
proposals to build an extra 
care development at Alex¬ 
andra Road. They fear the 
plan will see the building 
of a tower block which will 
overlook their properties. 

But representatives of 
the ShireLiving scheme, a 
partnership between The 
Wrekin Housing Trust and 
Choices Housing Associa¬ 
tion, have spoken about its 
benefits. Head of develop¬ 
ment Jean Teichmann said: 
“The development at Alex¬ 
andra Road, Oswestry will 
provide 55 extra care apart¬ 
ments and eight bungalows 
for people over the age of 55. 

“The economic impact of 
building this development 
will bring £21 million into 
the local economy and cre¬ 
ate 150 jobs including nine 
apprentice positions during 
construction. 

“Once open the extra 
care scheme will create a 
further 10 permanent jobs 
for local people. These will 
be available for afforda¬ 
ble rent to people from the 
local area and go some way 
to addressing the signifi¬ 
cant need for affordable, 
extra care accommodation 
in the Oswestry area and 
Shropshire in general. The 
ground level of the site will 
be reduced during construc¬ 
tion to lessen the impact 
of the overall height of the 
building on the surrounding 
area.” 

Governors

GOVERNORS at a primary 
school concerned over plans 
for a new £8 million “super 
school” have called a public 
meeting. 

The meeting has been 
arranged by governors at 
Leighton Primary School 
who are worried over plans 
for a review of schools in the 
Welshpool area. 

The meeting will take 
place at Leighton Village 
Hall at 8pm on Tuesday. 

Powys County Council 
bosses said no decision had 
been made and the review 
will look in detail at the 
school structure consider¬ 
ing a range of data including 
pupil numbers, condition of 
buildings and educational 
standards and will take 
some time to complete.

A TEENAGER from Chirk who hanged him¬ 
self a couple of hours after being questioned 
about a sexual encounter with a fellow pupil 
may not have intended to kill himself, a cor¬ 
oner has said.

School is 
adequate 
inspectors 
find in visit 

EDUCATION inspectors 
have put forward a series 
of recommendations after 
judging a primary school as 
“adequate”. 

Welsh education watch¬ 
dog Estyn carried out an 
inspection of Llanerfyl Pri¬ 
mary School, near Welsh¬ 
pool, in November. 

The inspection found 
the school to be both “ade¬ 
quate” in terms of current 
performance and prospects 
for improvement. 

The organisation has now 
made six recommendations, 
including asking the school 
to improve pupils’ ability to 
write independently and at 
length, improve standards 
in mathematics, and develop 
pupils’ ICT skills. 

Pupils were found to “be¬ 
have responsibly” and to be 
educated in a “safe and car¬ 
ing community, which ap¬ 
preciates all pupils equally”. 

Inspectors said the school 
“ensures pupils’ spiritual, 
personal and social develop¬ 
ment and wellbeing success¬ 
fully” and the inspectors 
said that staff use the build¬ 
ing and the outside area ef¬ 
fectively. 


pil at Ysgol Dinas Bran, 
Llangollen, who died in 
January 2013. 

The inquest was told that 
after the interview, assis¬ 
tant head Dafydd Morris 
allegedly told school nurse 
Sian Hughes that they 
should “let him sweat on it”. 

Mr Morris denied having 
made the comment, adding: 
“I would never have said 
anything like that.” During 
the interview Yale said he 
and the girl had sexual fore¬ 
play with the girl’s consent. 

The incident came to 
light when the girl asked a 
member of school staff for a 
“morning after” pill because 
she had been so drunk she 
didn’t know whether or not 
she had had sex. 

The matter was referred 
to Wrexham Council’s social 
services department. Mem¬ 
bers of staff who spoke to 
fellow-pupils in the days fol¬ 
lowing Yale’s death said he 
had expressed concern that 
he could be sent to prison. 

The inquest heard the girl 
had made no complaint and 
it was clear Yale was not a 
perpetrator. 

The coroner said Yale 
was probably embarrassed 
by the matter and shocked 
and scared by the possible 
consequences.Following the 
teenager’s death his father 
Mark Howarth, of Black 
Park, Chirk, lodged a for¬ 
mal complaint that if he 
and Yale’s mother Della had 
been told about the incident 
they would have been able 
to support him.

The girls’ mum Donna from Llangy- 
nog said: “Emilie’s mobility has always 
been better than Evie’s and so Evie re¬ 
ally needed the operation first. When 
we were talking about launching an 
appeal for Emilie, Evie said ‘what can 
I do to raise money?’. She really wants 
Emilie to benefit. 

“So we are going to organise a mile 
sponsored walk at Lake Vyrnwy on 
February 28. Some of the children’s 


friends are going to come and walk 
with Evie and we hope lots of other 
people will come too.” 

“Although Emilie can walk, she has 
to walk on her tiptoes. Also, at a re¬ 
cent appointment for Emilie we were 
told that as she gets older her mobility 
will suffer, possibly as she becomes a 
teenager. But having the operation 
Evie had her mobility will be so much 
better. 

“The surgeon who did Evie’s oper¬ 
ation says that Emile would walk ab¬ 
solutely normally with the operation.”

New ruling administration 
will lead county authority 


Firm claims 
plan should 
get consent 

ENERGY bosses hoping to begin a con¬ 
troversial gas extraction project in north 
Shropshire have said there is no reason for 
the council to refuse the scheme planning 
permission. 

Dart Energy has provided more detail 
about its plans to drill an exploratory bore¬ 
hole for coal-bed methane extraction in 
Dudleston, between St Martins and Elles¬ 
mere, after councillors delayed making a 
final decision in December. 

Councillors said they could not decide on 
whether to support the application until 
they were given more information about 
noise levels, pollution and impact on pri¬ 
vate water supplies. 

But Douglas Bain, on behalf of the en¬ 
ergy company, has said: “I believe that all 
environmental matters can be satisfactorily 
addressed through the use of planning con¬ 
ditions. 

“I believe we have submitted, in detail, 
all information required to make a decision 
on this application.” 

Hundreds of campaigners against the 
plans attended the meeting in December, 
hoping for a final decision to halt the plans 
whilst local campaign group Frack Free 
Dudleston has said the plans are “mad¬ 
ness”. 

The decision has since been delayed 
again. The plans have not been included 
on the agenda for next week’s meeting of 
Shropshire Council’s north planning com¬ 
mittee and a firm date for discussion has 
not yet been set.

A LANDMARK agreement has seen three independent groups form 
the ruling administration on Powys County Council for the first time. 

The leader of the council, Councillor Barry Thomas, has confirmed that the 
Non-Political Group, the Powys Independent Alliance (PIA) and the Independ¬ 
ent Group has formed a governing coalition. 

Councillor Thomas remains as leader of the council, while Councillor Wynne Jones, 
leader of the PIA, has become deputy leader. The agreement gives the coalition a ma- 

-| jority with 46 members out of a total of 73 
councillors. 

A minority administration of the Non-Po¬ 
litical Group and the Independent Group 
has previously formed the cabinet. Coun¬ 
cillor Thomas said the agreement would 
provide stability to deal with forthcoming 
budget cuts. 

He said: “The cabinet has provided 
clear accountable leadership for the past 
12 months steering the council through 
difficult times and has a proud record of 
delivering services. The council is facing 
continued financial pressures and needs 
the stability and strength that a partner¬ 
ship arrangement can deliver.” 

He added: “Powys has traditionally been 
an independent council and it is only right 
that the different groups work together for 
the benefit of the citizens of Powys.” 

Councillor Thomas said an extra member 
will be added to the cabinet, taking it to 10 
members, and that he would be no longer 
be continuing with his portfolio. 

He said: “We will be increasing the mem¬ 
bership of the cabinet to 10 to give added 
capacity to manage the many changes fac¬ 
ing the council. Although I have enjoyed 
my time as cabinet member for waste and 
recycling, I will be giving up that role. 

“The move will allow me to concentrate 
even more on strategic issues, overseeing 
the wider management of the council and 
on closer working arrangements with our 
partners, particularly Powys teaching 
Health Board.” 

Councillor Graham Brown, leader of the 
Independent Group, also welcomed the de¬ 
cision. 

He said: “An agreement has been reached 
by the independent groups to work together 
for the good of the people of Powys. 

“It creates a politically stable administra¬ 
tion for the future which has to be good for 
the council.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies wel¬ 
comed the agreement. He said: “ I sincerely 
hope that this new spirit of co-operation 
will give Powys County Council the vital 
stability it needs to take on the challenges 
which lie ahead of it.”

pool High School. She had 
previously worked at the 
Black Horse pub in Maes¬ 
bury. 

Mr Ellery adjourned the 
inquest until April 9. 

Wounding claim 
denied by man 

AN Oswestry man denied 
an allegation of wounding 
with intent to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm when he 
appeared at crown court. 

Gordon Hunt, 62, 
pleaded not guilty to inten¬ 
tionally injuring a woman 
on May 28, 2013, and a 
charge of unlawfully and 
maliciously wounding her 
on the same date. 

At Shrewsbury Crown 
Court on Monday, Judge 
Peter Barrie adjourned the 
case until September 7 for 
trial. 

Hunt, of Sweeney Moun¬ 
tain, Oswestry, was al¬ 
lowed conditional bail.

COUNCILLORS near Oswestry have agreed to press ahead with a 
bid to prevent a village pub being sold. 

Weston Rhyn Parish Council formally approved a request for The Top House 
Lodge - which has been closed for around six months - to be designated as an 
“asset of community value” at its meeting on Monday night. 

Ralph Cooper, council chairman, said he did not want to see the village losing more 
amenities. 

He said: “We are losing everything in the village. We have lost the butchers, the bakers, 
- and the Cross Keys pub.

Last call for

Classes are organised by age up to 21 
years and include competitions for soloists, 
duos and groups or all levels in singing and 
instruments. 

Every competitor will receive a certificate 
and badge or sticker.

Councillor Cooper said that with the 
prospect of more homes being built in 
Weston Rhyn it made sense to try and pro¬ 
tect the building for the community. 

During the discussion at the meeting on 
Monday night over the bid councillors sug¬ 
gested that the building may not be sold. 

They suggested the building could be 
let out to to a business looking to open an 
Indian restaurant. Councillor Cooper said: 
“The pub is the centre of the village and the 
village is increasing in size. 

“There are 50 to 70 houses being built, 
the village is increasing yet all the ameni¬ 
ties are going.” 

Legislation allows a number of buildings 
to be designated as assets of community 
value, and they can include pubs, football 
clubs, libraries, village shops, sports cen¬ 
tres and parks. 

If a building is listed as a community 
asset the listing pauses a potential sale and 
effectively provides the community with 
time to develop a bid to purchase it. 

In the original nomination Roger Dyke, 
clerk of the council, said the Top House 
Lodge was the only community pub in the 
centre of the village, the nearest alternative 
being a kilometre away. 

He added that it had enjoyed good sup¬ 
port from darts, pool, dominoes and foot¬ 
ball teams. 

He said: “The parish is growing in size 
every year and it is considered detrimental 
to the community to lose yet another vil¬ 
lage amenity.” 

After the meeting, the owners of Top 
House Lodge confirmed it will reopen as an 
Indian and Bangladeshi restaurant at the 
end of the month. 

Christine Rogers, speaking on behalf of 
the owners, said: “We would like to thank 
the parish council for their concern about 
the pub lying dormant and becoming dilap¬ 
idated but it is not up for sale and is being 
opened as an Indian restaurant at the end 
of January.” 

It will be called The Lodge Indian and 
Bangladeshi Restaurant. 


METAL sculptor Alfie Bradley has his work 
cut out sorting through more than 5,000 
knives which have been donated to a cam¬ 
paign to beat knife crime. 

But the massive pile of blades has barely 
scratched the surface of the 100,000 total 
needed to build a 20ft tall sculpture of an 
angel at the British Ironwork Centre, near 
Oswestry. 

The knife angel statue will be a memorial 
to the victims of knife crime, and each of 
the feathers on its wings will be made of a 
knife blade. 

The majority of the knives donated to the 
Save a Life - Surrender your Knife cam¬ 
paign have come from West Mercia and 
Warwickshire police. 


Inspector Rik Klair and Oswestry Ser¬ 
geant Scott Barnes arranged for all the 
knives seized and surrendered within the 
two force areas over the past two years to 
be donated to the campaign. 

Mr Bradley is now checking through the 
donated knives to see what sizes and shapes 
have been donated before he starts putting 
the angel together later this year. 

Meanwhile, the firm has announced the 
signing of a major international deal with 
the Leroy Merlin French DIY retail chain.

Permission 
awarded to 
unit plans 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital is mov¬ 
ing forward with plans to create a £14 mil¬ 
lion theatre and tumour unit after receiv¬ 
ing planning permission from Shropshire 
Council. 

The unit will include four new clean air 
theatres, a high dependency unit and an 
admission on day of surgery unit. 

A new dedicated bone cancer centre with 
inpatient and clinic facilities and a ward 
will be built on the first floor. 

The unit is due to be completed in spring 
2016. 

A spokeswoman for the hospital said: 
“The tumour unit in Oswestry delivers a 
nationally specialised bone tumour service, 
one of only five in the UK, with a catch¬ 
ment area of nine million people. We also 
treat people with metastatic disease - where 
cancer spreads to other organs.” 

The new centre will be located next to 
the hospital’s main entrance and three old 
buildings will be demolished to make room. 

Meanwhile the hospital has appointed a 
new chairman to oversee its board for the 
next three years. Frank Collins has been 
made chairman of the hospital in Gobowen 
after previous chairman, Russell Hardy, 
completed the maximum six years in post. 

He will take up the appointment on Feb¬ 
ruary 1 for a three year period. The post 
has a remuneration deal of £38,000 a year. 

Mr Collins, of Shipston-on-Stour, War¬ 
wickshire, spent his early career working 
in the NHS, including several years as chief 
executive of NHS trusts. 


POWER lines linking proposed windfarms in Mid Wales to the nation¬ 
al grid near Oswestry should be routed underground, according to 
Nick Clegg. 

The Liberal Democrat leader made the case for preserving the Shropshire and 
Mid Wales countryside during a visit to the region. 

He said that power lines and pylons intended to link windfarms in Mid Wales to the na¬ 
tional electricity network in Shropshire were “just not in keeping with the fabulous coun¬ 
tryside”. The Deputy Prime Minister made the claims on a visit to the Nag’s Head pub 

in Garthmyl, where he backed: the views of 
Jane Dodds, the party’s prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for the area, over the 
countryside. 

She has previously called for the 400kv 
power lines, which form part of the planned 
Mid Wales Connection project between 
Cefn Coch and Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry, to be buried. 

Mr Clegg, who along with Mrs Dodds, 
met with representatives of Cambrian 
Training Company to discuss apprentice¬ 
ships and also met the Nag’s Head’s chef 
patron Bryn Evans and his apprentice, also 
tried his hand at cooking during his visit. 

He said: “Jane has been very making her 
views very clear and I really admire her 
saying we have to get the balance right be¬ 
tween keeping the lights on, keeping prices 
stable, but also do not destroy the country¬ 
side. 

“Jane has been very forceful in saying 
about the importance she attaches to un¬ 
dergrounding of power lines and cables, 
which can be such an eyesore for local peo¬ 
ple, and do provide such a strong reaction, 
quite rightly.” 

Mr Clegg was asked his views on plans 
to drill for coal bed methane in the coun¬ 
tryside. A bid has been made for such as 
an operation at Dudleston near Oswestry. 

He said: “I think we have to proceed with 
real caution. I do not think it is sensible as 
a country to place fanatic importance on 
any form of energy. 

“As a country we have to try and wean 
ourselves off imported fossil fuels but 
I do not share the Conservatives’ view 
that somehow we can turn ourselves into 
Texas.” Mr Clegg also threw his weight be¬ 
hind Mrs Dodds’s bid to win Montgomery¬ 
shire back for the Liberal Democrats at the 
General Election. 

The county has a long tradition of Liberal 
support. Lembit Opik lost the seat to the 
Conservatives’ Glyn Davies in 2010. 

Mr Opik had enjoyed a majority of 7,173 
after winning the seat for the second time 
in 2005, but found himself losing out by 
1,184 votes to his Tory opponent.

Footballer case dropped 


SPEEDING charges against football leg¬ 
end Neil “Razor” Ruddock relating to his 
trip home from an event in Oswestry were 
dropped after a witness failed to appear. 

The former Liverpool and West Ham 
defender had been accused of driving a 
Mercedes flashed by a speed camera on his 
way home from a sportsman’s evening at 
the Wynnstay Hotel in Oswestry in Novem¬ 
ber 2013. But the case at Kidderminster 
Magistrates Court was dismissed because a 
police witness “did not know” they had to 
turn up to court. 

The car captured on camera in Droitwich, 
Worcdestershire, was allocated to Mr Rud¬ 
dock as a sponsored vehicle, but he denied 
being the driver, the court heard. 

Miss Charlotte Gessey, prosecuting, said 


the witness in question had not received 
the letter calling them to court. She added 
there had been several cases of people not 
receiving the normal letter to say they were 
required to appear. 

She sought an adjournment so the wit¬ 
ness could give evidence at a later date 
but this was refused by the magistrates 
after MrRuddock opposed the action. Mr 
Ruddock, who was representing himself, 
claimed he had never received any corre¬ 
spondence in relation to the alleged speed¬ 
ing offence. 

Speaking outside the court, where he 
posed for pictures with fans, he said: “I 
never got the letter. The first I knew was 
when I received a letter telling me I was 
guilty of not giving information.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Town, village and community 
councillors on the Shropshire/ 
Powys border are waking up to 
the realisation that county coun¬ 
cils are about to do a hatch¬ 
et job on services. In Powys 
the county council has already 
chopped costs but will need to 
cut an additional £1 Omillion in 
2016/17 and another £8.5mil- 
lion in 2017/18 and that means 
that unless town and community 
council take on more services 
they will disappear. 

I’m talking about services such 
as street cleaning, public toilets, 
libraries and bus services. 

Powys County Council will 
also drop recreation grounds and 
playgrounds, libraries, markets, 
day centres, meals on wheels, 
cemeteries and allotments. The 
county authority has been en¬ 
couraging community councils 
to join in clusters to form organ¬ 
isations strong enough to take 
on many of the services and 
run them in a more cost-effec¬ 
tive manner. Welshpool Town 
Council has been identified as a 
lead-council in setting up a local 
cluster. Llanfyllin Town Council 
looks likely to go it alone. 

This week I attended a meeting 
of potential cluster members and 
many are daunted by the propo¬ 
sition of having to take on more 
services. In some cases there is 
either suspicion or a reluctance 
to work with other councils. It’s 
not good news one way or the 
other for tax payers. Powys will 
continue to increase its charges 
while providing a lesser service 
while community and town coun¬ 
cils will also charge more if they 
take on the service. The cluster¬ 
ing system has clear benefits in 
management and organisational 
terms but will have costs for all 
concerned. The alternative is for 
councils to either fund services 
individually through increased 
rates or drop them completely. 
It’s a real dilemma for councillors 
who serve on a voluntary basis 
and are clearly starting to feel the 
heat. And it’s a bigger dilemma 
for part-time community council 
clerks who can see their work¬ 
loads going through the roof. 

I’ve been a clustering sceptic 
but I’m beginning to realise just 
how many communities will be 
badly affected unless councils 
work together to negotiate the 
best deals for services. 

I always love a good “store 
wars” story and there’s one 
brewing in Oswestry with Morri¬ 
sons objecting to plans for a new 
Aldi supermarket. 

Objecting to the application 
Morrisons, says there is no sur¬ 
plus spending to support new 
retail food store development, 
once all planning commitments 
have been implemented. That’s 
pretty rich from a company 
which is due to start work on 
building a new store on the edge 
of Oswestry, which will take even 
more shoppers away from the 
town centre.

SERVICE, value for money and 
local produce are among the 
reasons Oswestry market has 
been shortlisted for the award 
of the nation’s favourite mar¬ 
ket, traders and punters say. 

Members of the public are being 
asked to vote for their favourite 
market from a shortlist of 58 with 
the winner due to be announced at 
the end of January at the National 
Association of British Market Au¬ 
thorities’ annual conference. 

The winners of 12 more awards will 
also be announced, including best small 
and large indoor markets, best small and 
large community markets and best mar¬ 
ket attraction. 

Speciality 

Other categories include best whole¬ 
sale market and best food market. 

As well as the overall award Oswestry 
is in the running for the best speciality 
market for the street market that formed 
part of the Christmas Live celebrations. 

While most of the awards will be 
judged by a panel of industry experts, the 
nation’s favourite market will be chosen 
by the voting public. 

Carole Jones travels to Oswestry from 
Nesscliffe at least once a fortnight to visit 
the Bailey Head outdoor market and the 
Powis Hall indoor market. 

“Oswestry is such a good market,” she 
said. 

“I come here for the fruit and veg, for 
the meat and for all kinds of things like 
cards and presents. 

“My husband loves home cured bacon 


and it is half the price here than in 
other places.” 

Retired couple David and Eirlys 
Lewis from Oswestry said a trip to the 
market was as much a social trip as a 
shopping expedition. 

“We come once or twice a week to 
have a look around and we always meet 
up with someone we know,” Mr Lewis 
said. 

For 85-year-old Margaret Owens 
from Oswestry shopping locally is im¬ 
portant. 

As she bought her loaf from Radfords 
fine foods she said: “I like Smiths bread 
which is sold here and made at a bakery 
in Oswestry. 

“I like to buy local meat and vegeta¬ 
bles that are grown locally. 

“It is important to support local pro¬ 
ducers and local traders.” 

Stephen Radford said that he had 


very loyal supporters who shopped at 
his stall. 

He said: “We do offer a very wide 
cheese range, our own sausages and 
bacon, Treflach pies and Smiths bread 
baked in Oswestry as well as other pro¬ 
duce which we source as locally as we 
can.” 

Many stallholders said that operating 
a stall was the only way they could af¬ 
ford to start their business. 

Shelley Carnell said running her 
handbags and accessories stall on the 
three days the indoor market is open 
meant she could still have another job 
to ensure she could get the business up 
and running. 

Andrea Lewis, who runs KidzClobba 
with Sarah Allen, has also taken on an¬ 
other stall from which she runs another 
business, The Ironing Lady. 

“We realised that Oswestry needed 


somewhere that sold children’s clothes 
and so started KidzClobba,” she said. 
“Then I launched The Ironing Lady. 

“People bring along there ironing one 
day and pick it up another. Its a godsend 
for busy people knowing that someone 
else is doing their ironing. 

“The market is great, it is like one big 
happy family. 

“It’s a lovely place in which to be 
based.” 

For the Hall of Books stall, Decem¬ 
ber was its busiest month in two years 
of trading, to the delight of proprietor 
Shaun Sheppard. 

Popular 

The indoor market stall is run along¬ 
side Shaun’s website, www.hallofbooks. 
com. 

He said: “We sell not only second hand 
books but also sheet music - which is 
very popular. 

“We are one of the few places that 
sells second hand sheet music. 

“People come along and browse 
through the titles and you can see them 
getting misty eyed and nostalgic over 
the titles.” 

Browsing is also the type of shopping 
at the nearby Furniture and Collectables 
stall run by Richard Evans for the past 
four years. 

He said: “People know they are going 
to get quality, local produce at Oswestry 
market. 

“They like to come along and browse 
and then something will catch their 
eye.” 

Oswestry has an outdoor market, 
open Wednesdays and Saturdays and 
the indoor market opens Wednesdays, 
Fridays and Saturdays. 

There is also a Farmers Market held 
on the Bailey Head on the last Friday 
of each month and a range of speciality 
markets. 

They include charity markets, garden¬ 
ing markets, a continental market and 
the busy street market that forms part 
of the Christmas Live Festival.

In recent weeks I have been 
contacted by several constitu¬ 
ents with questions about my 
view on the current plans to 
reorganise acute healthcare in 
Shropshire. 

There have been considerable 
improvements locally in health 
services since our CCG took 
over and I am getting far fewer 
complaints to my office about lo¬ 
cal health provision. 

However, I do not believe that 
the current acute arrangements 
serve my constituents well. 

As it stands many in North 
Shropshire face a 40 minute 
journey to either Shrewsbury or 
Telford. 

The bickering over acute 
health services which I have 
witnessed between Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford in the 17 years 
since I became an MP is deeply 
unedifying and counterproduc¬ 
tive; North Shropshire has con¬ 
sistently lost out. We have seen 
key clinical specialities move to 
more advanced hospitals in the 
West Midlands which are distant 
from my constituents; ill patients 
have to travel to Stoke for heart 
and stroke treatment. The two 
separate A&Es are struggling to 
recruit quality staff. 

I am very encouraged by the 
option that I prefer which is to 
build a state of the art emergen¬ 
cy centre covering the whole 
of Shropshire. This would not 
just attract top class clinical 
specialists but would actually 
bring back skills and services to 
Shropshire, bringing them closer 
to my constituents.

WHEN SHOULD I START PERSONAL INJURY CLAIM FOR MY 4 YEAR-OLD? 

Q: I was driving my 4 year old son, James, to school when another car ran into the back of me. As James was screaming with pain I took him 
straight to the hospital after exchanging details with the other driver and they did X-rays which showed that James’s leg was fractured. I have 
reported it to my insurance company but they frankly haven’t been very forthcoming with advice about the best way of making a claim for his injury. 
Can you tell me, should I start a claim for him or should I wait for him to reach 18? 

A: You can make a personal injury claim now on James’s behalf. The process is really no different from an ordinary personal injury claim save 
for the fact that once agreement has been reached on the level of damages to be awarded to James, the Court steps in as a protective measure to 
ensure that the damages are appropriate. 

James’s compensation would then be held in a court fund until he reaches 18. However, if he required funds in the interim, for an educational school 
trip for example, you could apply for the Court to consider releasing some money before his 18th birthday. 

Alternatively you could wait for James to reach 18 and see if he wishes to make a personal injury claim. He would then have 3 years from his 18th 
birthday to bring such a claim. However, the difficulty with bringing a claim so many years after the accident (here it could be up to 17 years later) is 
obviously that reliable evidence is harder to obtain. 

If you do decide that you wish to bring a claim on behalf of your son it would be advisable to contact a local solicitor to assist you in bringing his 
claim.

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Memorial 
to war 
veterans 
unveiled 

AFTER many years of cam¬ 
paigning, their sacrifice is fi¬ 
nally officially remembered. 

British Korean veterans 
assembled outside the Min¬ 
istry of Defence building 
in London to witness the 
unveiling ceremony of Lon¬ 
don’s first public memorial 
to the Korean War, led by 
the Duke of Gloucester who 
delivered a personal mes¬ 
sage from the Queen. 

Some 81,000 servicemen 
were deployed to Korea be¬ 
tween June 1950 and 1953 
and veterans have long 
passed their 80th birthdays. 

Nearly 1,200 were killed 
in action, nearly 3,000 were 
wounded and 600 were 
taken prisoner of war. 

The dead were buried in 
Korea in the United Nations 
Cemetery. London has, until 
now, been the only capital 
of the coalition that fought 
under the UN flag not to 
have an accessible memo¬ 
rial and we never thought 
it would get off the ground 
in our lifetimes. A total 
of 21 nations took part in 
the conflict and there were 
more deaths in the Korean 
War than in Afghanistan, 
Iraq and the Falklands put 
together. The Korean gov¬ 
ernment has paid £1 million 
for the 19ft high memorial. 

. The Shropshire Branch of

Tribute is unveiled 


A COMMEMORATIVE stone has been 
unveiled to mark the life of a First 
World War soldier who was awarded 
the Victoria Cross for bravery. 

William Waring, of Welshpool, was 32 
when he was killed in Ronssoy, France, in 
1918. 

Welshpool Town Council has now unveiled a 
stone tribute to him on the wall of the town hall 
in Broad Street. Councillor Malcolm Douglass, 
town mayor, said the event was a fitting tribute 
to one of the town’s most famous sons. 

He said: “I was pleased to see about 70 people

there for the unveiling including former service¬ 
men, local dignitaries and members of the public. 

“We had a short service with the unveiling and 
I think everybody thought it was a nice way to 
remember one of Welshpool’s most famous sons. 

“We hope that this will remind people of the 
sacrifice made during the war 100 years ago and 
we hope that this local link will interest people.” 

Mr Waring had been leading an attack against 
enemy machine guns when he single-handedly 
rushed a strong-point, bayoneting four of the 


garrison and capturing 20 men with their guns. 

The lance sergeant then reorganised his men, 
from the 25th Battalion of the Royal Welch Fusi¬ 
liers, leading them for another 400 yards before 
he fell, mortally wounded. 

He was awarded the Victoria Cross, which is 
displayed at the Royal Welch Fusiliers Museum 
at Caernarfon Castle, North Wales. 

He had already been awarded the Military 
Medal whilst serving in Palestine a year earlier. 

Last month, dozens of family members joined 
former military colleagues and councillors to see 
a new display board be unveiled by Councillor 
Douglass.

Members were told at 
a recent meeting that the 
shortfall was equivalent to a 
15 per cent rise in the town 
council portion of a council 
tax bill. 

Councillor Gareth Jones, 
mayor of Oswestry, said the 
move by Shropshire Council 
would impact their budget 
process, but that they would 
look at all options to prevent 
a council tax rise for rate 
payers. 

He said: “The view from 
the council was that we are 
writing to the chief execu¬ 
tive to outline the anger of 
members at this late deci-

sion. The difficulty is that

Hillfort battle could act as 
landmark test case for UK 


THE fate of land surrounding Oswestry’s 
Iron Age hillfort could act as a test case for 
whether houses could be built near ancient 
monuments across Britain. 

Archaeologists have claimed that should plans for 
117 homes in the shadow of Old Oswestry Hillfort 
be approved by Shropshire Council, it could “set a 
potentially calamitous 
precedent for the greater 
part of the nation’s his¬ 
toric environment”. 

They fear the move could 
lead to a raft of applica¬ 
tions to build homes next 
to historic buildings and 
monuments which the ar¬ 
chaeologists believe should 
be protected. 

It comes after a letter 
signed by a dozen archaeol¬ 
ogists was sent to the Gov¬ 
ernment expressing fears 
that planning reforms are 
failing to protect heritage 
sites from development. 

Action group Hands Off 
Old Oswestry Hillfort pre¬ 
sented its case to block the 
homes plan to a Govern¬ 
ment inspector shortly be¬ 
fore Christmas. A decision 
is expected in February. 

Those who are support¬ 
ing the campaign to protect 
Oswestry’s hillfort include 
emeritus professors from 
both Cambridge and Oxford 
universities and other lead¬ 
ing universities, the director 
and vice president of the So¬ 
ciety of Antiquaries and the

president of the Prehistoric 
Society. 

Matt Thomson, head of 
planning at the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, said: 
“Approving development 
around the hillfort would 
not only harm its significant 
heritage, but also set dan¬ 
gerous precedents.” 

The controversial plans 
to build homes off Whitting¬ 
ton Road has sparked public 
outcry and a petition has 
been signed by 8,000 peo¬ 
ple from across the country 
calling for the proposals to 
be thrown out. 

Other supporters of the 
campaign include Time 
Team archaeologist Stewart 
Ainsworth, who gave a talk 
in the town last year during 
which he said such mon¬ 
uments should be “treas¬ 
ured”. 

Plans to build homes on 
three parcels of land near 
the hillfort were included 
in Shropshire Council’s Site 
Allocations and Manage¬ 
ment of Development plan.

Store customers show 
their superb generosity 


GENEROUS shoppers have donated food 
and drink worth more than £10,000 to 
Oswestry’s foodbank over the past year. 

Goods weighing 6,861kg were placed in 
a shopping trolley inside a supermarket 
for people in need - and organisers of the 
appeal say they have been overwhelmed by 
the support they have received. 

The food, worth £10,336, was donated by 
shoppers at the Sainsbury’s supermarket in 
Oswestry and much of it has already been 
used by volunteers who run Oswestry and 
Borders Foodbank to provide essentials for 
families and individuals struggling to make 
ends meet. 

Since the start of 2014 the foodbank has 
given out 854 food parcels containing more 
than 21,000kg of food, which will have 
supplied more than 6,000 meals for 1,306 
adults and 756 children. 

As some people will have needed more 
than one food parcel the total number of 
individuals and families in the area that 


have received help from the foodbank in 
2014 is about 300. Phil Simpson, foodbank 
manager, said: “We all wish to thank the 
generous customers at Sainsbury’s for their 
incredible generosity throughout 2014. 
This food has gone to help feed people in 
the Oswestry and borders area who are in 
need, and is a significant proportion of the 
food donated to the foodbank over the year. 

“In recent weeks customers have donated 
items such as mince pies, chocolate and 
Christmas puddings which have helped us 
to make up over 50 Christmas parcels with 
treats to deliver to individuals and families 
in the local area.” 

The foodbank distributes from its base 
in Beatrice Street, Oswestry, and also at 
satellite bases at St John’s Church, Weston 
Rhyn, and at St Martins Church, St Mar¬ 
tins. 

Food has also been collected and donated 
by schools, churches, businesses and indi¬ 
viduals, as well as through one-day super¬ 
market collections. 


Flower displays contract signed 


OSWESTRY Town Council has 
awarded a £19,000 a year contract 
to the company which will supply its 
flower displays until 2018. 

Members of Oswestry Town Council 
voted to select Greenhills Nursery of 
Staffordshire as the winning tender 
for its “floral planters and baskets 
contract”. 

Oswestry has earned a reputation 
for its floral displays, having secured 
10 consecutive gold awards in the 
Heart of England Bloom competition. 

The nursery, which has provided 
the town’s floral displays for the past 
six years, beat competition from Der- 


wen College in Gobowen and P&W 
Contracting of Oswestry to secure 
the contract. Under the terms of the 
agreement the nursery will provide 
summer and winter displays for the 
town - excluding Cae Glas Park - and 
hanging baskets, which the council 
sells on to businesses and other organ¬ 
isations. 

Currently the council charges busi¬ 
nesses £25 per basket, plus £50 for wa¬ 
tering per premise. 

The contract is worth £19,827.88 a 
year and will run from 2015 to 2018, 
with an option for a two year exten¬ 
sion. 


Councillor Gareth Jones, mayor of 
Oswestry, said the council was confi¬ 
dent the contract would continue to 
provide Oswestry with award winning 
floral displays. 

He said: “The council had three ex¬ 
cellent tenders and the contract was 
awarded on the basis of the previous 
quality of work and being the most 
competitive cost, some of which will be 
reduced by the selling of hanging bas¬ 
kets to retailers and organisations.” 

Councillor Jones said the council 
would now begin discussions with the 
nursery in preparation for the 2015 
displays.

Councillor tells 
of decision to 
give up his role 

A COUNCILLOR who has given more than 30 years’ ser¬ 
vice to Oswestry has spoken of his decision to stand down 
to devote more time to his family. 

Martin Bennett has stood down as both a town and a 
county councillor for the eastern part of Oswestry so he 
could have more time to care for his elderly mother. 

Her recent ill health and the birth of his great nephew 
were the catalyst for his resignation. 

His mother, Jean, was mayoress when Mr Bennett was 
the town mayor of Oswestry in 1993. He went on to become 
town mayor twice more and borough mayor once. 

He has also been chairman of the Cae Glas Trust, the 
charity that runs Oswestry’s Cae Glas Park, and the 
Oswestry Youth Music Festival and was chairman of 
Shropshire Council’s influential scrutiny committee. He 
was also the driving force behind the creation of the Henle 
woods footpath in Eastern Oswestry. 

“Council work can be terribly addictive,” he said. 

“However recently two things happened to make me re¬ 
alise that I wanted to spend more time with the family. 

“My mother, who is 85, has been unwell, and my great 
nephew was born. Holding him over the Christmas and 
New Year I wondered if I would only get to see him once a 
year - and realised I wanted to spend more time with my 
family. I didn’t want to have to make a choice, my civic life 
or my family.” 

Mr Bennett arrived in Shropshire to take up a post of 
mobile librarian in 1976 and worked in the library service 
and in IT in local authority until he took voluntary redun¬ 
dancy. Although stepping down as councillor Mr Bennett 
will remain based in Oswestry, where he is involved in the 
town’s Methodist Church.

patient group wanted to begin this petition and 
I am pleased we have been able to carry it in our 
pharmacy and help to collect signatures. 

“People will come in to collect a prescription 
and talk to you about how they have been af¬ 
fected by it. It means elderly patients and moth¬ 
ers with pushchairs are being made to walk 
around the busy junction, dicing with death as 
cars go through three entrances. 

“I am concerned about our patients, they are 
worried and I don’t think this should be some¬ 
thing they have to worry about. 

“I am not surprised at all by how many signa¬ 


tures this petition has collected, young mothers, 
elderly people and all in between have signed it 
- people are just perturbed about this and won¬ 
der why on earth it is necessary.” The fence was 
put up on September 24 to block the shortcut 
between the two buildings in Oswald Road and 
Beatrice Street. 

James Bradbury, manager of Caxton Surgery, 
added: “We heard a lot of patients talking about 
how this fence had affected them and I share 
their concerns. 

“Our patient group sprung into action on 
behalf of all our patients and I hope the vast 
number of signatures we have will compel the 
supermarket to reverse this decision.”

Widow looking for help in 
industrial disease battle

THE widow of a retired teacher and gas board worker who died after 
being exposed to asbestos dust has launched a search for her hus¬ 
band’s ex-work colleagues, who may also have been affected. 

William Jones, 76, from Oswestry, was told in early 2011 that he had contract¬ 
ed the aggressive asbestos-related cancer, mesothelioma. 

Despite battling the illness for 12 months and launching legal action against his former 


employers, Mr Jones died oi 
he cared for, dependent on 
their two children for sup¬ 
port. In July last year Mr 
Jones’s inquest recorded 
a verdict of industrial dis¬ 
ease. 

Now, with the help of 
specialist asbestos lawyers, 
Mrs Jones said she is de¬ 
termined to see the legal 
action through to the end. 

Mr Jones, who had been 
married for 49 years and 
had a daughter, son and 
seven grandchildren, first 
noticed that he was becom¬ 
ing short of breath in De¬ 
cember 2010. 

Mrs Jones said: “William 
was always so independent, 
but in the last few months 
he became extremely weak 
and was in a great deal of 
pain. 

“My husband didn’t de¬ 
serve to suffer like this and 
the fact that his death was 
as a result of simply going 
to work to earn a living is a 
terrible injustice. 

When Mr Jones left 
school at the age of 16,

his first job was with West 
Midlands Gas Board, based 
at the South Staffordshire 
Mond Works in Tipton. 

Between 1952 and 1955 
he worked in the compa¬ 
ny’s laboratory, collecting 
and testing samples of coal 
and other substances. 

Asbestos lagged pipe¬ 
work, which was present 
in all of the buildings at 
this time, may have been 
disturbed as workers con¬ 
stantly moved around the 
factory, carrying equip¬ 
ment.

He left left the gas board 
after three years. He re¬ 
trained to become an RE 
teacher, and between 1970 
and 1996 he may also have 
been exposed to asbestos 
whilst working at St Mar¬ 
tins Secondary School near 
Oswestry, later re-named 
Rhyn Park School. 

During his time at the 
school asbestos was re¬ 
moved from a roof in a cor¬ 
ridor which was very close 
to the classroom where he 
taught.

A PARISH council near 
Oswestry is calling on BT to 
spare a phone box close to a 
World Heritage Site that is 
among dozens in Shropshire 
facing the axe. 

The phone box stands 
near to the Llangollen Canal 
at Chirk Bank, where an 11- 
mile stretch of canal built by 
Thomas Telford has become 
known as an internationally 
important historic area and 
includes two spectacular aq¬ 
ueducts. 

Members of Weston Rhyn 
Parish Council, which in¬ 
cludes Chirk Bank, are writ¬ 
ing to BT following news 
that the company wants to 
remove the canalside tele¬ 
phone box and a second 
one in the village of Weston 
Rhyn itself. 

They say both are in areas 
where mobile phone signals 
are patchy and could be vital 
in an emergency. 

Parish council chairman 
Councillor Ralph Cooper 
said: “Thousands of people 
visit the World Heritage Site 
each year and we also have 
the canal boat users. 

“With a poor mobile 
phone signal the phone box 
by the canal has to remain 
for emergencies as does the 
other phone box in the par¬ 
ish.” 

Shropshire Council says 
it objects to the removal of 
phone boxes unless local 
feedback suggests other¬ 
wise. 

Parish councils and indi¬ 
viduals have until January 
22 to object to the plans.

YOUNGSTERS at Oswestry’s 
Marches School have demonstrat¬ 
ed their generosity by getting in¬ 
volved in a charity initiative. 

The students have donated more than 
5,000 items to the annual Operation 
Christmas Child shoebox appeal. 

The Marches School decided not to fill com¬ 
plete boxes this year, but instead to provide 
items which could be used to complete half- 
empty boxes sent in by other people. 

Every year, thousands of shoe boxes are do¬ 
nated by people and are then checked by vol¬ 
unteers who remove items such as perishable 
foods, like chocolates, which leaves many boxes 
only half filled. 

Helena Griffiths, the school’s international 
coordinator, said: “I was advised that supply¬ 
ing fillers would greatly assist the operation 
and help to fill up those boxes left half full. As 
a result, The Marches School has donated over 
2,000 items. 

“Over the month of November, each week 
students have been collecting a specific item 
including toothbrushes, hair combs, bars of 
soap and lollipops. When the charity visited the 
school to take away the items, we’d collected 
5,000 stocking fillers including toothbrushes, 
hair combs, bars of soap, sweets, stationary 
and jewellery.

A HERITAGE railway could attract 
up to 90,000 visitors a year if it can 
reopen the full length of its line. 

The Cambrian Heritage Railway, which 
currently operates from Oswestry station 
and Llynclys South station, is thinking 
big with plans to create a tourist line into 
Wales and operate a commercial service 
to link in to the main line within the next 
five years. 

Rob Williams, 35, became chairman of the 
railway in the autumn and is keen to see both 
projects come to fruition. 

He said: “I want to see our railway reopened 
as quickly as possible and attract the 90,000 
visitors that independent consultants have 
predicted. 

“To achieve this we need the Transport 
and Works Act Order, which in simple terms 
transfers powers to run the railway to the 
CHR; an updated business plan for both pro¬ 
jects; match funding for any large grant; part¬ 
ners; and the support of our local authorities 
and communities.” The first project would 
see the line reopened between Oswestry and 
Gobowen to allow commuters to catch a train 
from Oswestry and transfer to a mainline train 
at Gobowen. 

Mr Williams, who works in a management 
role on the mainline railway when he isn’t 
volunteering at CHR, said: “On the Oswestry

to Gobowen section our line extends to three 
quarters of a mile short of Gobowen Station. 
We are planning to develop that line as a com¬ 
munity railway or sustainable transport sys¬ 
tem. 

“Basically we’re talking about a public ser¬ 
vice which would be operated in partnership 
with other interested organisations.” 

The second project is the development of 
the heritage tourist railway from Oswestry to 
Llynclys initially, and then from Llynclys to 
Llandu, near Porth-y-Waen, and on to any ex¬ 
tension beyond the current railway. 

“We’re currently working on the refurbish¬ 
ment of the line between Oswestry and Gas¬ 
works Bridge using volunteers and donated 
materials,” Mr Williams said. 

“The aim is to have the first section of the 
current main in in place for next year as far as 
Middleton Road Bridge. 

“This project has been done with the aim of 
having it completed along the new Green Way 
footpath and cycleway which Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil would like to see run alongside the line.” 

A fundraising drive to support the plan to 
develop the railway is continuing. 

Various events are held throughout the year 
including popular Santa Trains. 

A football special day has also been held and 
Easter events are also staged.

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Hare may be fashionable 
but is not entirely British 


THINK of an iconic British rural 
mammal and I expect, like me, it 
won’t be long before the hare is 
mentioned. 

Hares are loved by children and 
adults alike. Imprinted on everything 
from tea towels to Wellington boots, 
greetings cards to lamp shades and of 
course artist’s canvases. If there was 
ever a fashionable animal, it is the 
hare. 

The problem is that the hare is not a Brit¬ 
ish mammal. No, along with their cousins 
the rabbits, brown hares, although long as¬ 
sociated with the British countryside, are in 
fact aliens from the continent, introduced 
by man many a moon ago. 

And yet there is a certain type of hare 
that is native to Britain; the mountain 
hare. This species, Lepus timidus, is largely 
confined to the Scottish highlands and its 
larger cousin (although genetically mark¬ 
edly different) Lepus timidus hibernicus 
naturally inhabits areas of Ireland. Al¬ 
though elsewhere in its broad circumpolar 
distribution the mountain hare mainly oc¬ 
cupies Boreal forest, in Britain it is associ¬ 
ated with heather moorlands, particularly 
those which are managed by burning in 
strips for red grouse. This is a good example 
of how shooting one species can occasion¬ 
ally play a role in protecting another. 

The mountain hare is strictly only native 
to the Highlands of Scotland but has been 
introduced to the Southern Uplands, the 
Peak District and on some Scottish Islands 
including Hoy (Orkney), Mainland (Shet¬ 
land), Mull and Skye. Mountain hares are

also known as blue hares, or colloquially 
in winter, not-very-inventively, as white 
hares. They are considered to be the same 
species as the Arctic and Greenland hares. 

They can be very conspicuous when there 
is less snow on the ground and even if the 
hare itself is not visible, their runs can often 
be so. These usually pass directly up slopes, 
rather than traversing them like those of 
sheep and deer. They tend to rest during 
the day in forms and scrapes which provide 
shelter and they sometimes make burrows 
in the earth or in snow, particularly when 
young. They are active at night, and al¬ 
though considered to be browsers of woody 
plants such as heather and other dwarf 
shrubs and trees, they prefer to eat grasses 
when they are available during the summer 
months. During periods of snow cover, they 
exhibit a quite bizarre behaviour. A group 
will gather on leeward hill slopes to shelter 
or feed where shallow snow permits scrap¬ 
ing to reveal underlying heather. These 
groups can number over 20 individuals. 
Although the mountain hare is certainly a 
charismatic creature and one that deserves 
the celebrity status of its brown cousins in 
the south, it can be jolly hard to spot at this 
time of the year. Our Salopian hares are, 
it must be admitted, a little easier to spot, 
especially if we have a flurry or two of snow.

County property 
prices trailing 
behind UK level 

HOUSE prices in Shropshire are growing at less than half 
the rate of the rest of the UK, according to new figures. 

While other areas of the UK are seeing a boom in prices, 
those in Shropshire are growing more slowly. 

The news leaves people who want to sell up and move 
away from Shropshire at risk of being priced out of the 
market in other areas of the UK. 

But experts say it also means Shropshire is protected 
from any future crash in the housing market because its 
price rises are more sustainable. 

Nationally, figures show that in the final quarter of 2014, 
properties have been selling for 8.3 per cent more than at 
the same point in 2013 - and in London the figure is almost 
18 per cent higher than last year. 

But in Shropshire, prices have increased by just four per 
cent over the same period, leaving properties selling for an 
average of £182,377 in the final quarter of the year. 

The increase means that Shropshire has remained con¬ 
sistent over the second half of the year, as prices also in¬ 
creased by four per cent in the third quarter. 

Within Shropshire, houses in Telford & Wrekin are most 
in demand, showing a six per cent rise at £171,129. Prop¬ 
erties in the rest of the county grew by three per cent to 
£188,197. Mike Nettleton, of county estate agents firm 
Nock Deighton, said the latest figures from Nationwide 
Building Society showed the county is enjoying steady 
growth for the long-term. 

The average selling price in the West Midlands in the 
final quarter was £164,406, which is 6.8 per cent ahead of 
the same time last year. 

That indicates a slowdown for the region, as third quar¬ 
ter prices were 8.6 per cent ahead of their 2013 equivalent. 

Growth in Wales was the weakest of any area of the UK, 
with an increase of just 1.4 per cent in the fourth quarter 
leaving its average selling price at £141,631. 

However, Mid and West Wales has seen prices rise by 
eight per cent to £158,284 in the quarter - an improvement 
on the seven per cent uplift between July and September. 

Nationwide also released its latest monthly figures to ac¬ 
company the quarterly release, which showed that across 
the UK, property prices lifted by 7.2 per cent annually in 
December to reach £188,559 on average, edging slightly 
lower than an all-time high of £189,388 recorded in No¬ 
vember.

Any car company taking on the 
performance coupe market just 
has to get it right first time and 
Peugeot has done just that with 
the RCZ GT. 

It’s the hottest performer ever to 
break out of Peugeot garages and it 
has the looks, power and panache 
of any of the opposition in the perfor¬ 
mance coupe sector. 

Peugeot bosses decided not to meddle 
too much with the looks of the RCZ which 
first appeared on our streets in 2009 which 
is why from the outside you only get a 
new two-part grill and redesigned claw¬ 
like headlights and a double bubble rear 
window and roof. Not that there’s anything 
wrong with the appearance, the test car 
crouching purposely on 192 alloys with an 
active rear spoiler and twin sport exhausts. 


The new RCZ is a match for the opposi¬ 
tion in performance terms and inside the 
car demonstrates all the traits of a perfor¬ 
mance 2+2 sports coupe. 

Heated sports front red and black leath¬ 
er seats adjust to give even the tallest front 
seat occupants a comfortable position and 
there’s a stunning red carbon style dash¬ 
board, sports steering wheel and short 
shift gear lever. 

You also get Peugeot Connect Naviga¬ 
tion and CD systems and Peugeot Con¬ 
nect USB Box with Bluetooth. 

It’s a tight fit inside though and you really 
would not want to be seated in the back. 

Any negativity about this car soon disap¬ 
pears once on the open road though. It’s 
a dream to drive, sitting firmly through the 
tightest bends, with the 1.6 GT emitting a 
glorious roar when pushed. Steering feed¬ 
back is glorious thanks to wider tyres and 
firmer springs and you have to take your 
hat off to Peugeot designers for providing 
this superb driving experience.

There s a price range from £22-£32,000 

and the THP 200 on test would set you 
back £26,900 with metallic paint, Media 
Navigation, roof arches and Hi-Fi system 
adding another £2,200.
